PROPOSALS 


Holders of the maturing bonds who wish to avail

The failure to organize a Wheat Board to assume full charge of the mar 
keting of this season's grain crop in Western Canada leaves the situation this 
year much the same as a year ago when a slump in prices took place as soon 
as the grain began to be placed on the market. The fall in prices was 60 
great as to completely wipe out, in thousands of instances, the farmers’ profit 
and to bring the selling price actually below the cost of production Not 
withstanding a fairly good yield in many parts of the West last year farmers 
sustained financial loss 

Now with the 1922 wheat crop about to be marketed, and with the best 
crop since the banner year of 1915 to be sold,it is of the utmost importance 
that this huge volume of wheat should not be forced on to the market at once,

It is as 
much in the interest Of the Eastern manufacturer and financier as it is in the 
interest of the Western farmer that wheat prices be maintained. It is like- 
wise in the interest of the city artizan and laborer. Cheap wheat might 
result in a slight lowering in the cost of bread, but a few cents less for bread 
would not compensate for loss of employment due to a slowing up or shutting 
down of industrial plants and other works caused by financial stringency. 

On the other hand, the gradual marketing of wheat, the maintenance of 
fair prices, and consequent profit to the farmer will enable the latter to pay 
a portion of his accumulated debts and thus ease the financial situation all 
along the line and operate to restore confidence and re-establish credit.

The Problem Of 
The Mentally Defective 


Grave Social Menace That Is Not 
Properly Understood 

The mentally defective constitute 
by no fault of their own, one of the 
greatest and most perplexing of so- 
cial problems. This fact is all too 
little understood and appreciated. 

It is usually estimated that ao 1% 
to 2 per cent. of the population are 
below par mentally. On that basis 
there are in Canada from 135,000 to 
180,000 of these unfortunates Some 
are idots, utterly helpless and unable 
to care for themselves, Others are 
imbeciles, a grade higher than idiots, 
but unable to support themselves, and 
requiring constant oversight and pro- 
tection. Between the imbecile and 
the normal are the much larger pro 
portion who because they are not 
easily detected constitute the greater 
menace. After they reach adult 
years they remain mere children in 
mentality and self-control, yet pos 
sessed with all the passions, propen 


It is easy to see what a menace this 


usually strong, and they have neither 
mental vision to foresee the conse- 
quences of indulgence, nor moral self- 
control to govern their passions. They 
multiply twice as fast as normal folk, 


and this quite regardless of whether 
they are married or _ not. In the 
Board of Education Offices in Vancou- 
ver a family chart showing that 
some years ago an alcoholic man mar 
ried a feeble-minded woman. Twelve 
children were born. Three fortun- 
ately died young. The nine who 
grew up are all feeble-minded. One 
of these, a young woman now in her 


is 


twenties, is the illegitimate mother of 
five children all feeble-minded. Four- 
teen mental defectives, each one a so- 
cial problem, from one marriage that 
never should have been allowed. 

It is estimated by those best quali- 
fied to judge that two-thirds of all 
prostitution is due to feeble-minded- 
ness. Moreover, a large proportion 
of the children born out of marriage 
have feeble-minded mothers. These 
women living in promiscuous sexual 
indulgence soon develop venereal dis- 
eases and infect all their male asso- 
ciates.

Many of these associates are 
young men who afterwards 
and infect their innocent 
wives, and pass on the dread heritage 


of these terrible diseases to iheir 
children. It is estimated that not 


less than.forty per cent. of venereal 
disease is due to this course. 

At least fifty per cent. of all crimes | 
in general are committed by these un 
fortunates. Their uncontrolled pas-| 
sions lead to assaults, common or in-| 
decent, to incendiarism, to murder, to| 
burglary, to banditry, to the demoral- | 
ization of children of both sexes. 

Many of the epidemics of vice in} 
schools is due to a small group of | 
feeble-minded girls or boys or both.) 


Normal children, especially boys, are) 
by them led into vice, and the evil 
rapidly spreads.

Setting forth these facts the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association remarks 
that much western wheat land is not 
producing $16 per acre annually, and 
that by liberal tree planting, prairie 


farmers can both transform their 
home conditions and increase farm 
profits.

Investigators In Ontario 


The report on the radioactive min- 
eral occurrences of Ontario, just is- 
sued by the Dominion Department of 
Mines, is an encouraging document. 
Mr. H. V. Ellsworth examined all the 
places where such minerals occur, or 
were likely to be found. “As a result 
of this investigation radio-active min- 
erals have been found in small 
amount in the majority of the work- 
ings visited, extending from Parry 
Sound “eastward nearly to King- 
ston, It thus appears that uranium 
and thorium minerals are of quite 
common occurrence and widely dis- 
turbed in the precambrlan rocks of 
this part of Ontario, although usually 
present in very small quantities.” 


The investigator adds to his report 
much interesting general information 
on radium, As to the favorable in- 
fluence of radium in cancer treatment 
there appears to be no longer any 
doubt, he says. Its therapeutic use 
is being continually extended, and in- 
cludes many other diseases. It is 
being given many other employments, 
and owing to the scarcity of ores and 
the relatively high cost of mining and 
extraction it does~not appear likely 
that the price of radium Will decline, 
but rather otherwise. The current 
price may be roughly stated as from 
$3,000,000 to $3,500,000 an ounce. The 
total world’s production was estimat- 
ed up to last year as 155 grams, or 
about five ounces. Of this the Unit- 
ed States produced 115 grams. 


All the finds of radio-active miner- 
als in Ontario, with the exception of a 
lost locality on Lake Superior, have 
been in the areas of Pre-Cambrian 
rocks south of the French and Ottawa 
Rivers, and west of a line betwen Ot- 
tawa and Kingston. 


Mr. Ellsworth notes that the most 
important radioactive minerals in 
Ontario are uraninite and euxenite- 
polycrase. They contain uranium or 
thorium or both, and are mostly 
black or brown and rather heavy. 
Uraninite may contain 70 to 80 per 
cent. uranium oxide besides thorium, 
lead and rare earths. Euxenite may 
contain up to 10 or 15 per cent. of 
uranium oxide with large amounts of 
titanium, tantalum, columbian and 
rare earths. A little thorium is usual- 
ly present. It is observed that it is 
mot correctyto Call uraninite, as is 
usually done, pitchblende. They are 
quite distinct in several senses. Radio- 
active minerals are rarely, if ever, 
seen on weathered surfaces, and can 
only be found by opening up the rock. 
They do not attract a compass needle. 

The first discoyery of uranfalite 
near Parry Sound, was made in 
February, 1921. This occurrence of 
radium-bearing minerals, as well as 
all others in Ontario, is of an entire- 
ly different type, both geologically 
and mineralogically, from the carno- 
tite deposits being worked in Colorado 
for the radium supply of the United 
States. The Ontario radioactive 
minerals are richer in radjum than 
the Colorado carnotite. It is gather- 
ed from the report that there are good 
posalbililies of deposits of workable 
extent being developed, but the rad- 
fum will be recovered most success- 
fully as a by-product.

Balfour’s Reminiscences 


Has Seen Great Dramas 

Continued and Ended 
. Lord Balfour in a reminiscent mood 
is delightful, for few men have richer 
stores of experience of public life to 
draw upon. 

Speaking at the banquet given in 
his honor by the City of London Con- 
servative and Unionist Association, he 
exclaimed half regretfully that he had 
a long vista to look back upon, and 
that he could not help reflecting what 
dramas had begun, continued and end- 
ed within his own recollection and his 
own direct experience. He instanced 
two. : 

In domestic politics he had seen the 
rise, the culmination, and the deciine 
of “that most marvellous Parliamen- 
tary phenomenon, the Irish Party un- 
der Mr. Parnell.” He said he did 
not believe that in the whole history 
of our Parliament there had ever 
been such a party for the sternness 
of its discipline and the extraordinary 
wealth of admirable speakers it con- 
tained. 

The other drama .to which Lord 
Balfour referred as having been play- 
ed out in his lifetime was the triuinph 
and overthrow of Germany. He ac- 
companied Lord Salisbury, his uncle, 
when they went to Paris in the first 
train that entered the French capital 
after the Commune was defeated in 
1871, only a few weeks after the King 
of Prussia had been declared Em- 
peror of Germany in the Palace of 
Versailles. He was a young man 
then, but he was within three years 
of becoming a Member of Parliament. 
He went then in a humble capacity 
when Germany had the unquestioned 
leadership of Europe, and he lived to 
sign, on behalf of his country as For- 
eign Minister, in that great gallery 
where the Emperor William first be- 
came Emperor, the Treaty of Ver 
sailles that ended the Empire to 
whose beginnings he had referred.—

S80 many of King George’s speeches 
are written for him by his ministers, 
as all the world knows, that he never 
gets credit for the good speeches he 
thinks up himself. People always 
fay: “The speech was all right, but 
someone else wrote it for him.” 

That is not always trué. In every- 
thing that relates to affairs of state 
he speaks only through the mouths 
of his responsible ministers, and the 
“speech from the throne,” delivered 
when Parliament shuts. down, is far 
from a thrilling production. And it 
is not his. 

But King George made a really 
good address the other day in Lon- 
don at the opening of the fine new 
building of the London County Coun- 
cil. He dwelt upon the wisdom of 
the men of past ages In erecting fine 
buildings in their cities, and drew a 
picture of the necessity of the vest- 
ed authority being adequately hous- 
ed; an authority meanly housed 
would be meanly esteemed, It would 
be difficult to emphasize too strongly 
the importance of efficient local gov- 
ernment to the well-being of the coun- 
try, the King sald, and the handsome 
edifice of the London County Council 
should stimulate the development of 
that sense of citizenship so difficult 
and yet so imperative to cultivate. 

His Majesty undoubtedly wrote this 
speech himself, and it has been most 
fayorably commented upon; neverthe- 
less he is getting little credit for it. 
The world thinks it is the product of 
some minister whose mouthplece was 
King George. 


Throne of Chinese Emperor Pur 
chased by Private Donor 

The Victoria and Albert Museum 
has just acquired by gift the most im- 
portant example of Chinese furniture 
yet seen in this country. For some 
weeks the throne of the Emperor 
Chien Lung has been on exhibition in 
a London gallery. The museum was 
given an option of purchase on ox- 
favorable terms, but 
its resources were quite unequal to 
so large an undertaking, and the na- 
tion owes this splendid acquisition to 
the generosity of a private donor, 
George Swift, who at the critical 
moment provided the whole of the 
sum required, 

The throne was one of a pair for- 
merly in the Palace of Nan-Hald- 
zee, near Pekin, its companion be- 
ing believed to be now in the pos- 
session of the President of the 
Chinese Republic. With the excep- 
tion of the seat, which is of fine flat 
red lacquer with floral decoration, it 
is executed throughout in carved lac- 
quer of superb quality and workman- 
ship, mainly red, but with layers also 
of green in two shades, brown and 
yellow. The decoration is symbolical 
throughout of good fortune, longevity, 
married felicity, and other matters of 
good omen, the centre panel of the 
back having for its chief feature the 
elephant bearing a vase of jewels.

Instead of proceeding by geograp 
hical steps of about 2,000 miles each 
to Australia, South Africa and India, 
the Imperial Government proposes to 
establish direct communication. For 
this purpose a great new wireless sta 
tion will be built in England, capab's 
of developing 240 kilowatts of high 
frequency power, or twice the gquan- 
tity contemplated when the scheine 
was in its infancy. This new sta 
tion will be one of the largest in the 
world. 

With the five station In operation— 
England, Egypt, India, South Africa 
and Australia—it is stated that a serv- 
ice will be maintained capable of 
handling more than 10,000,000 words 
per year. When the relay stations 
have been established, it is expectcd 
that between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
words per annum can be dealt with 
The new station will be near Bourn, 
on the southwestern boundary of Lin 
colnshire. 

The original scheme for the Imper 
jal Wireless Chain provided for a 
capital expenditure £1,243,000, 
with annual charges amounting to 
£425,000. The new station, being so 
much more powerful, will be consid- 
erably more expensive than the sta 
tion first contemplated, buf on the 
other hand, the omission or 
ment of the stations at Suez, Singa 
pore, Hong Kong and East Africa 
must reduce the total expenditure in 
volved. Of the original estimate of 
capital expenditure £853,000 was to 
be borne by the Imperial Government, 
who were also to defray £268,000 of 
the annual charges.

battleships. The pace is so terrific 
that there is almost a sense of relief 
that the plane has not dived head-first 
into the sea. The torpedoes drop 
with a splash, full length into the sea. 
They do not dive gracefully, and it 
hardly seems a_ second before the 
mechanism is set in action and the 
torpedo darts forward, leaving behind 
it the tell-tale track, leaving behind 
haps the planes are still half-obscured 
in the smoke, while the outline of the 
battleship is easy to discern from the 
plane. 

Once the torpedo is discharged, the

Production of the Forest Leads With a 
Good Margin 


per cent. in value from the preceding 
year, owing to decreased values. 


Forest products lead the province, 
with a value of $64,970,000, while 
mineral production had a value of 


$28,066,641 for the same period. The 
fruit crop for 1921 was the largest 
on record, its value to the producers 
being $6,504,850, an sinerease of 15 
per cent. over the value of the 1920 


crop. In dairy products there was an 
increase of 846,558 pounds of butter, 
while egg production increased by 


200,677 dozen. 

The area planted to fodder crops 
was 6,555 acres more than in 1920, 
but the total value of fodder crops 
was $4,080,432 less, owing to the low- 
er value of the hay crop. The honey 
production was 809,074 pounds, yal- 
ued at $89,631, against $67,701 for 
the previous year,

The total value of agricultural pro- 
duction in Saskatchewan in 1921 was

There was recently completed in 
Great Britain the first aeroplane to 
be made wholly of metal. The ad- 
vantages of doing away with wood 
and other combustible material need 
not be emphasized; and the all-metal 
aeroplane gives promise of supplant- 
ing all the earlier forms. <A special 
alloy of aluminum is used in its con- 
struction, and the Government is at 
present engaged in making very elab- 
orate tests of the strength of every 
part. Special attention is being giv- 
en to the risks of corrosion with the 
metal employed and investigations on 
this point are being carried out in the 
Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research. So much depends on 
this new type of aeroplane that al- 
though the first flying tests have been 
very satisfatcory the Government pre- 
fers to regard the model as an experi- 
ment and to suspend judgment until a 
most exhaustive examination 
long period is completed.

The total number of claims present- 
ed for adjustment under the Clean 
Sweep Campaign conducted by the 
Dominion Command G.W.V.A., up fo

month has been the means of secur- 
ing for ex-service men, women and de- 
pendents, adjustments of war service 
gratuity, pay and allowances, pensions 
and other monetary claims in excess 
of two million dollars. Claims for 
hospitalization, medical attention, dis-

charge certificates, medals, scrolls 
and plaques, civil sérvice bonus, 
iravelling expenses and dozens of 
other 


matters arising from war serv- 
ice have also been atijusted. It has 
been impossible to estimate the exact 
percentage of adjustments secured as 
several thousand of the cases are still 
pending. In previous months the 
average has been between 30 and 40 
per cent. 

“There are few people who realize 
the large number of individual prob- 
lems that have arisew from war serv- 
ice since the signing of the Armis- 
tice,” Dominion President R. B. Max- 
well of the G.W.V.A., stated this week 
“Including the 30,000 claims resulting 
from the Clean Sweep Campaign, the 
Dominion Command of this associa 
tion has handled in excess of 100,000 
individual cases since its 
more than five years ago.

Moon’s Geography Well Known 


Half of Surface Has Been Mapped by 
Astronomers 

So carefully has the visible moon 
been mapped and photographed that 
Sir Robert Ball has said, ‘“astrono- 
mers know the surface of the moon 
better than geographers know the in- 
terior of Africa.” Every spot on the 
face of the moon which is as large 
as an English parish has been map 
ped, and all the more important ob- 
jects have been named. This applies 
toonly one-half of the moon's surface. 
Of the other we know nothing. The 
moon's surface is richly covered with 
markings, the largest of which are 
great dark spaces which may be seen 
with the naked eye. The shadows 
thrown by the mountains of the moon 
are very dense and sharp because the 
moon has no air. By means of the 
shadows thrown the height of the 
peaks on the moon haye been measur- 
ed, Some of the craters are more 
than 60 miles wide; some have walls 
10,000 feet high.
